Germany has confused the repara-

The Dawes demands can be 
equally juggled and will be. In any 
one country it is possible for a trust 
having paramount financial power 
to make its helpless rivals do what- 
ever it wishes, even to their extinc- 
tion. But this analogy cannot be* 
applied to forcing Germany to pay 
whatever France wishes. There are 
too many human beings to reckon 
with. 
Even big business cannot take all 


the profits from its rivals without 
absorbing themfli and France is un- 
able to absorb Germany. There Is 
no doubt the Dawes commission has 
found out that Germany can pay 
reparations. But it hasn^t found out 
the method of making her pay. 
France has known since the end of 
the war everything that the Dawes 
commission has made public.

IN BAD COMPANY. 


Supreme Court Says Conviction. 


Was.Justified by Facts and 


That Jury Settled Ques- 


tion, oi Alibi, 


The conviction in Johnson, county 


of William Welter, a farmer, of par. 
ticipation in 
the 
rcbb^ery of two 


stores In Elk Creek, was sustained 
by the supreme 
court Thursday. 


Welter must serve the sentence of 
from three to six years the court im- 
posed upon him. His defense -was an 
alibi. 


The goods taken from the two 


stores was hidden in tin cans, a tool 
chest, in a granary and other places 
on the farm of a man. named Roy 
Babcock, who was a witness for the 
state. He said that the day after the 
robbery Jacey Banker and 
Welter 


drove past his place and that they 
Invited him to help himself to some 
goods he would find on the farm. 
Babcock says he did find cigars and 
other articles but that he was afraid 
to tell about it because they had 
threatened to shoot him. Other 
goods were also found. 


A bundle of gloves taken from one 


of the stores was found in Welter's 
home. In the trial Welter swore that 
he had never seen the gloves before, 
while several witnesses testified that 
he told them he bought them in a 
store at Paul. 


The court refused to disturb the 


finding of the jury that it did not be- 
lieve the alibi presented by Welter. 
It is said that since then some ad- 
ditional evidence supporting it had 
been attached to the record, but as a 
reviewing court it could not take that 
into consideration. 


Earl McCue and Vernon Jacobs, 


two lads from Clay county, were 
more fortunate. The supreme court 
reversed their conviction and sen- 
tence of a year in the reformatory, 
and dismissed the case against them. 
An alleged accomplice named James 
testified that the three had made a 
deal by which the two were to go 
out and steal some chickens from 
Jacobs' father, sell them and divide 
the proceeds. He said they did this, 
and sold them to a dealer-In Ong. 
This part of the story was corrobo- 
rated by the evidence of a poultry 
dealer and another man who swore 
he saw McCue 
and James with C

Marked increase in consumption has 
been shown in dairy products.. For- 
eign exports are up to the pre-war 
level. Domestic stocks of condensed 
milk and cheese are very high. Milk 
cows increased 
nearly one million 


head during the past four years. 


Dairying has increased since 1923 


because it was relath ely more pros- 
perous than certain other types ot 
farming. 
Milk cows increased from 


23,594,000 head in 1921 to 24.675,000 
head at present. 
Consumption ot 


dairy products increased 14 per cent 
from 1919 to 1923 and available data 
shows an increase in 1923 also. 


Nebraska has shared fully in the 


general expansion of the dairy indus- 
try. The state had 501,000 milk cows 
in 1921 and at present there are 
587,000 head. This is an increase of 
nearly 17 per cent as compaied to 


I less than 5 per cent for the entire 
country. 


Dairy 
production 
expressed 
in 


terms of milk exceeds consumption 
slightly. While the 1923 imports ex- 
ceeded the exports by 477,000,000 
pounds expressed in units ot -milk, 
accumulated stocks 
of condensed 


milk and cheese in terms ot milk in- 
creased 603,000,000 pounds during 
the year. 


Surplus production ot dairy pro- 


ducts in foreign contnes 
reached 


pre-war levels in 1922 and a further 
increase was made last year. It this 
increasing trend of production con- 
tinues in exporting countries turther 
competition may be expected this 
year. 


Production of creamery butter has 


increased 45,000,000 pounds annually 
for the past five years. About the 
same increase is expected this year 
from the increased number ot dairy- 
cows on hand this year. 
The per 


capita consumption of butter is up to 
pre-war levels and the same is true 
regarding cheese. 
Stocks of con- 


densed milk were very large at the 


j beginning of the year. 


On the other hand there is an in- 


creasing demand in cities for ice, 
cream and milk drinks. 
Also the 


demand for milk for city distribution 
has increased 8 per cent during the 
past two years. Possibly better mer- 
chandising and advertising may pro- 
mote still further this increasing de- 
mand. 


Jn suming up the situation it must 


be remembered that the past year 
was one of great industrial activity 
and consumer demand was heavy. 
While the general situation now does 
not appear disadvantageous to effici- 
ent producers, there are possibilities 
o fincreased imports and lower pro- 
fits. Altno consumption is increas- 
ing, this is not time for undue ex- 
pansion but rather for greater ef- 
ficiency. 


TO STABILIZE_CORN MARKET 


Corn. Growers Association to Out- 


line Program Before Meeting 


of Nebrasga Farmers. 


Cost of production, plus a reason- 


able profit, for the corn producer, is 
the aim of the Corn Growers' associ- 
ation which expected to hold a meet- 
ing of farmers Thursday afternoon at 
the city auditorium. Fifty Nebraska 
farmers were on hand for the morn- 
ing session, which was shortly ad- 
journed until 1:30 p. m. 


The projected program, to be ex- 


plained in the afternoon, calls for or- 
ganization of the farmers, establish, 
ment of a statistical committee who 
will deal entirely with the farmers' 
figures in computing the 
cost of 


production: 
retaining of the corn 


crop on the farm, not as a warehouse 
measure, but releasing of the crop as 
the market demands it, and provi- 
sion made thru the banks to finance 
the farmer so that he can afford to 
hold his corn. 


It was explained that the corn mar- 


ket is flooded with an amazing per- 
centage of the crop within a seventy- 
day period, under the present sys- 
tem. It is the plan of the body to 
lengthen this period to cover the en. 
tire year, and feed the market only 
as its demands require.

AVE you considered the sacrifice of comfort 


and energy made by millions of human be- 
ings to provide food and raiment for all 


of us? 


As I write I am riding through, the cotton fields 


of Oklahoma and Texas. There is abundant evi- 
dence of the careful cultivation that makes possible 
the growth of the plant. 


What with the destroying insects, the danger 


of drought or flood, and the back-breaking task of 
gathering the crop, the cotton raiser has* many 
anxieties and real trouble. Of course he is suffering all these things 
for gain, but notwithstanding this he is a benefactor of the human 
race. 


The American people are the; best 


clothed of all the peoples of the 
world. The rich have good clothes 
wherever they dwell, but in many 
countries the poor are scantily pro- 
tected against inclement weather. 
But in the United States and Can- 
ada labor is so well paid that all 
classes have warm and sufficient 
clothing. 
Cotton, wool and 
mohair—the 


wool of the goat—are raised in great 
quantities and manufactured into 
cloth by billions of yards. 
Men, 


women and children owe a debt of 
gratitude to the producer of the 
raw materials from, which this cloth 
is made. 
At the time this article is printed 
warm weather will be making itself 
felt in varying; degrees on our con- 
tinent. 
There i will be endless dis- 
cussions about how to dress for 
health and comfort. 
The great majority of people dress 
but once a day. They do not change 
their apparel for each meal and for 
the open. 
They put their clothes 


on in the morning, take them off at 
night and wear the same outfit 
again tomorrow. 


Of course no one can believe that 
the same weight and warmth of 
clothing should be worn all the time. 
The garments should be chosen with 
reference to the temperature and 
the degree of moisture. But, ener- 
getic as we are in everything else, 
we are lazv when it comes to chang- 
ing our clothes.- "We regard it as a 
waste of time and quite unneces- 
sary- 
"We are wrong about it, but 
that makes no difference, we will 
go on in the same old way anyhow. 
Because of our habit, let us select 
underwear and clothing which are 
not too heavy. Then let -us indulge 
in one extravagance in dress—let's 
have two overcoats or cloaks and a 
raincoat. One coat to be light and 
the other a good, warm garment—the 
coat to be chosen each day with ref- 
erence to the thermometer. 
Really, this is not extravagance, 
because with reasonable care these 
coats will last for years. 
One word in closing—keep your 


feet warm and dry. You hate them, 
but you should own and use a, pair 
of rubbers. No sensible person will 
go out in the wet weather without 
protection.

Humus functions somewhat as the camel's hump; in time of 


water plenty it stores water; in time of water famine it supplies it. Many 
of us know humus to be a "life-saver" in our August gardening ex- 
periences. 
'Tls hard to oversing the praises of humus. ]>t them conclude with 


the mere statement that the 5 to 10 per cent, of the top soil found in 
decomposing organic matter holds a very large shore of all the available 
plant foods of the soil. 
Similarly it is the "home" of our great host of 


microscopic friends (and enemies), chiefly soil bacteria. 


Not only do we want humus in the top soil. We need it almost as much 


!n the subsoil. 
For in our garden we want not alone lateral root move- 


ment, but we -stunt soil conditions that suggest for the enterprising roots of 
our garden crops an excursion down to "China." toward our yellow brother's 
garden probably for the reason some scientific egg or shrine hunter will 
soon show that the yellow man has provided the best garden conditions on 
earth! 


The Old World gardener sometimes trenches his garden roil; that is, 


upsets his soil to the depth of S feet, removes stones, provides drainage, 
and loads the deep soil with tons upon tons of rotted manure. We've not 
coma to that refundment. 
So apply rotted manure to the top soil, get as 


deep into the subsurface as possible without turning up the poor subsoil. 
Muck will do if you can get it. can afford it 
Composted leaves and lawn 


clippings -will serve well. 
I should burn or destroy the garden residues 


unless sure they are not diseased. 


This brings me to recommend a special garden practice: that of green 


manuring. I suggest that when you order seeds this spring you order some 


lands, valued at $500,000, which it is

How many men are failures or just 


seeds such as hairy vetch, rye, cowpeas and sweet clover. Grow from these 


| your garden requirements of soil organic matter and thus do away with 


some of the problems connected with an adequate supply of manure. 


After you have got off your crops of early radishes, lettuce, peas, beans. 


say by late July, plant, according to directions, one or all of these "manure" 
crops. Find out about liming and inoculation if you use sweet clover. 


These crops are winter hardy, will serve as cover crops through the 


winter, preventing erosion, and will start out vigorously in early spring. 
Turn down thoroughly with plow or spading fork about ten days before you 
plant your garden corn. Rye should be turned down when about 2 feet 
high. Sweet clover and cowpeas provide remarkably for the humus supply 
and water movements in the subsoil, besides "trapping" from the air, as 
does th» vetch, nitrogen enough Tor large garden crops the succeeding 
season. 


In these days of "the passing of the city horse," in these days of "the 


garden beautiful and s ccessful," in these days of plant foods supplied by 
commercial fertilizers, soil conditions and plant habit being "sot in their 
ways," let me commend for garden trial some sort of deep-rooted, winter- 
hardy "manure crop." 
If you grow a leguminous green manure success- 


fully, drainage -will be improved, likewise soil tilth, and humus for soil and 
subsoil. The legume will cut down fertilizer bills while providing a deep 
soil organic matter supply that on decomposing not only releases our trapped 
nitrogen but unlocks the other soil-locked plant foods. 


If a green manure crop does not cover the garden soil through the 


winter, then it should be covered with well-rotted manure. Better still, the 
rotted manure should be spaded or ploughed in to the depth of 6 to 10 inches, 
the soil left rough. In the spring another coating of manure can well be 
applied, and the soil respaded or reploughed. 


Special precautions should be taken in the spring that the soil is not 


worked if there is any sign, of "puddling." Puddling or "putty balling" j 
ruins the garden for the season, or until another frost period, when ice j 
crystals can shatter the tiny or the large clods. 
It the garden 's ploughed by horses or tractors, have an eye to the 


bottom of the furrow to avoid puddling it, whereupon there Is established 
a partially root and water impervious "hard-pan." 


Avoid too early spring working of garden soils.

SETTLE REPARATIONS. 


Could Not Set Definite Figure for 


Germany to Pay Because That 


Would Have Wrecked 


the Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, 
April 10.—With 


strong objections certain to be made 
to It, the Dawes report stands better 
than an even chance to effect a final 
settlement of the reparations prob- 
lem, official and diplomatic Washing- 
ton believed today. 


The principal objection expected 


in that the report does not recom- 
mend a definite total reparations 
figure, a fact to which Germany al- 
ready is objecting. Reparations the 
reich now is under obligation to pajfc 
total 132,000,000,000 gold marks. 


An effort may be made to make it 


appear that under the proposals of 
Secretary of States Hughes which 
brought about the Dawes inquiry, the 
experts were obligated to set .a total 
figure. 


The reason the experts report did 


not deal with a total sum is that 
General 
Dawes found at the start 


that to try to fix a total would wreck 
the inquiry. 


The total indemnity that Germany 


must meet, even if the Dawes plan 
i,5 accepted, may be worked out in a 
European economic conference called 
to put the experts report into effect, 
or might result from a satisfactory 
execution by Germany of her obliga- 
tions under the plan over a period of 
y ears. 


France probably will approve ths 


Dawes plan, as it is understood that 
the Poincare government is bound 
by conditions of the Morgan ?100,- 
000,000 loan to accept the report. 
The liberal government of Great 
Britain also is expected to give it ap- 
proval. The action of Germany stii; 
is in doubt.

These flow parallel, several 
miles apart, and every time that Dry 
creek has more water than it cau 
handle it sends a lot of the overflow 
out across some valuable land. This 
water eventually gets into Maple 
creek. 


The countiy's plan was to have 


Dry creek tapped at 
a strategic 


point, and the waters carried by the 
ditch into 
Maple 
creek. Costello 


and his fellow land owners, who own 
property below the point of contact, 
said that this would result in their 
lands being overflowed every time 
there was any sort of a flood, as it 
would bring to Maple creek most of 
the flood waters of Dry creek at a 
time when Maple had all she could 
do to take care of her own flow. 
They also said that the result would 
be that Dry creek below the point 
where the ditch intercepted, would 
eventually fill vip and the .whole flow 
be turned into Maple.

spiritual influence of the mid-eigh- 
teenth century, and one of the great- 
est of the world.

Perhaps you have noticed that in spite of all 


the noise made about 
the iniquities of the 


Esch-Cummins act, congress has not done any- 
thing whatever to repeal it The reason is 
that most of the men who marched down to 
Washington to assail it 'have discovered, as 
many of our embryo statesmen do that they 
did not know what they were talking about 
The prediction now is that a few necessary 
amendments will be made, but that the act 
itself will stand. It is an intelligent effort to 
sfciollize a situation that has long needed sta- 
bilization. It has succeeded in doing that, altho 
we notice that the 
-vote chasers, having ob- 


served that the railroads earned a little more 
than usual last year, are demanding that it re- 
duce freight rates. Freight rates won't be re- 
duced, of course, but our bright little demand- 
era don't expect that Their profit comes in 
demonstrating how alert they are in the peo- 
ple's interest—they being the people in that 
case. 


One of the big automobile insurance compa- 


nies has adopted the policy of admitting liabil- 
ity when its own investigation discloses a con- 
siderable degree of negligence on the part of 
the man to whom it issued the policy. It does 
this out of an idea that it will get fairer treat- 
ment from juries if it does not make the 
usually unsuccessful attempt to dodge respon- 
sibility, but declares it will pay whatever the 
Jurors say the evidence shows to be the dam- 
age. This is an odd experience for human be- 
ings, to admit that they were wholly responsi- 
ble for an accident to which they yere a party 
but it is so wholesome that we hope it may 
spread.
